by Clarence Darrow, chief counsel for

In his appeal before Justice Caverly, 


Darrow 
assailed 
S t a te ’s 
Attorney 
R obert Crowe. 
"All that the prose­ 
cution has been able to think of is 
d e a th ,” said 
Darrow. 
"At no lim e 
has th e sta te given thought to jus­ 
tice. 
If I thought that by hanging 
these boys it we cid prevent m urd er 
in the future, I would say let th em 
hang.” 
Darrow declared there was not a 
judge in Cook county who would sen­ 
tence any man to hang without lirst 
looking into his m ental condition He 
said he m ade it very plain that youth 
Itself constituted 
a 
"m itigating cir­ 
c u m sta n c e ,” and added: 
"I know that when a man goes on 
th e bench he is supposed lo be more 
o r less blinded; 
I know that he is 
supposed to forget all ilia hum an ex 
p o t e n c e s . 
He is supposed to forget 
that lie w?as a boy; 
forget how he 
thought as a boy; lorget how he acted 
a s a boy; forgot how he fell down 
under the burden of human responsi­ 
bility of life. 
I 
know 
that 
m any 
judges are like that, but I have the 
contidence that this court is not like 
that.” 
Jacob Franks, fa th e r of the 14-year* 
old 
murdered schoolboy, listened to 
Harrow’s argum ent, a faint smile on 
his face, his head nodding as though 
in approval, as though he did 
not 
want his son's sla y e rs to die on the 
gallows. 
The 
defense 
took 
much 
courage 
from the statem ent of Justice Caverly 
that a few m onths ago he had a som e­ 
w hat similar case and sentenced the 
slayer to life iii prison. 
The case 
was th a t of Sam Rosen, who killed 
his* w Re. 
Court’s Attitude. 
“Court could and did appoint an 
alienist to exam ine him, and 
when 
th e court was told the m an was not 
insane and 
was responsible for his 
acts, I permitted the plea of guilty 
to stand and sentenced bim to life 
im p risonm ent,” Justice Caverly point­ 
ed out. 
Rosen had pleaded guilty and beg­ 
ged for hanging 
Justice Caverly ap­ 
pointed an alienist to exam ine him. 
T h e report showed Rosen technically 
sane, but in a bad physical condition 
Justice Caverly holds he not only 
has the right, but it is his duty, to 
h ear any evidence dealing with the 
m ental condition of the prisoners. 
“W e 
admit 
the 
boys 
committed 
murder. 
We admit they are legally 
sane. 
Rut we contend that the court 
should 
know 
the state of mind 
of 
th e defendants in order to give them 
a fair sentence.” 
This is the sta te ­ 
m en t of attorneys for the defense in 
reply to each 
fresh 
attack 
by the 
state. 
“No evidence tending to show the 
boys are insane can 
be introduced 
without throwing the 
question 
into 
the hands of a Jury.” State's Attorney 
Crowe holds 
"lf the boys are insane 
o r partially insane, they can not plead 
guilty.” 
T he court s reply is that he will not 
listen to 
any evidence 
tending to 
show insanity, but only to such testi­ 
mony that deals with a diseased func­ 
tioning of the mind Crowe holds th a t 
th e defense can appeal any sentence 
Imposed by the court not to Its liking, 
while th e prosecution can not appeal.

AU tile fertilizer in tin* world with-, 
out proper cultivation won’t make a 
good garden. 
If a gardener expects 
to have a garden without cultivating 
early aud often, be will be disappoint­ 
ed. 
Lie might as well give up ut the 
start. 
Cultivation not only acts as a 
fertilizer, but saves fertilizer. 
It also 
saves water bills in dry weather. 
The first object of cultivation is to 
secure tilth—that is a fine powdery 
condition of the soil so that when 
turned over it will fall apart easily) 
and not separate into big, soggy lumps 
that need 
to be hammered to lie 
broken. 
It is apparent that the small 
feeding roots of plants can penetrate! 
and secure their food much more read­ 
ily in a well-tilled, friable soil than in; 
a heavy, lumpy, soggy one. 
Cultivate E v e ry Week. 
The garden should be gone over and, 
cultivated once a week. 
By this Is! 
meant not only the destruction of 
weeds but the stirring of the soil about! 
the plants. Cultivation should be done,' 
after u rain, as soon as the soH has’ 
dried out enough so as not to be 
muddy and stick to the tools. 
This 
would result only in a lumpy condi­ 
tion. 
Cultivation just before water-, 
lug in dry times will also tend to make 
the soil lumpy. Cultivate after water­ 
ing to keep the moisture in the ground. 
There is a right time to cultivate and 
I it will pay a gardener to study rile 
soil until he recognizes the condition* 
which will permit line cultivation as 
soon after a rain or after watering 
as iKissibh*. 
Cultivation helps to retain moisture I 
in the soil by establishing a thin cover- | 
log of thinly divided soil often called; j 
a dust mulch. This does not evaporate I 
moisture as rapidly as a closely packed 
surface nor does it act as a sponge | 
to draw up moisture from below as 
rapidly as does firm and unstirred 1 
soil. 
Drawn to the surface by capil­ 
lary attraction the sun and winds soon 
take moisture awny. 
Cultivate more frequently in dry 
than wet weather. 
An inch or two in 
depth is sufficient. 
It will let air Into 
the soil to keep it sweet and keep the, 
moisture from escaping. 
M orning Best T im e. 
The best time for cultivating is ear­ 
ly in the morning to conserve such 
moisture as has descended during the 
night and prepare for the sun and 
winds during the day. 
The common hoe and the rake are 
excellent tools for this purpose in 
small gardens, but to make a good Job 
of it in gardens of any size, a wheel 
hoe should be brought into action., 
You can go over the garden in a hurry 
and It can be cultivated twice or more 
times in the time it would take to go 
over It once with a hoe besides saving 
the weariness and backache that fob) 
low swinging a hoe for any length of, 
time.

Twelve hundred new members se­ 
cured in the period elapsing between 
the rising and setting of the sun was 
the achievement of Oklahoma Ameri­ 
can Legionnaires recently in a mem­ 
bership drive.

chine guns and the roar of real can­ 
nons. 
All through the day tile ma­ 
chine guns were in operation. 
Each 
hour the fire whistle sounded, assem­ 
bly call was blown and a bomb hurled 
Into the skies, to explode 200 feet 
above the earth. 
On the walls at “General Headquar­ 
ters” a chart was placed containing 
a series of trenches. Eueh man s name 
was listed in the first trench and his 
status and line of advance during the 
day noted by a red thumb tuck. When 
the objective was attained by any 
Legionnaire he was crowned with an 
Indian headgear and thrown in as a 
reinforcement in the salient where tile 
line was weaker. 
By this plan every 
Legionnaire’s valor under fire was re­ 
corded. 
Cars were commandeered to seek 
out prospects living in 
the country 
where many an ex-service man was 
made a Legionnaire by the barter prin­ 
ciple of exchange—chickens, eggs and 
pork in many instances being accept­ 
ed in lieu of

bucks membership dues. 
Police patrols and fire carts were 
pressed Into service to “bring in” the 
handcuffed prisoners. 
T he Legion band and bugle corps 
played on the streets during the day. 
Airplanes were used in distributing 
literature. 
One 
thousand 
theater 
tickets were thrown from high build­ 
ings. 
Booths were maintained at promi­ 
nent corners where many a thirsting 
ex-service man was noar-beered and 
pretzeled into the Legion. 
Deports of the progress of the drive 
were radio-broadcast throughout the 
day.
